pending investigation into the affairs of 
the Pan Electric company promises to go 
further than was anticipated. J. W. MeDon- 
ough, $f Chicago,has come tothe front with 
a claim of priority in the invention of the 
telephone over Bell. His agents are here 
with voluminous documentary evidence to 
support hisclaim. McDonough asks the au- 
thorities to compel the patent office to issue to 
him a patent, which he claims he is justly en- 
titled to. Heargues that Congressman But- 
terworth, while commissioner of patents, de- 
cided against him in opposition to the evi- 
dence, and in spite of his 
proofs, on the ground that his invontion 
was of no value. He says in his brief that 
Dutterworth’s partner was the attorney for the 
Bellcompany at the time his decision was 
rendered, and he wants an investigation 
made to ascertain whether this fact influenced 
Rutterworth’s actions.

PRUNSWICK AND ALBANY BONDs, 

The case of P. Schweitzer against the 
United States, involving $1,400,000 face value 
of the Brunswick and Albany railroad bonds, 
was begunin the courtof claims today. As- 
sistant Attorney-General May, after the case 
was stated by plaintiff’s counsel, made a 
briefargument for the government, He was 
followed by Mr. Isham, of Chicago, for the 
plaintiff, who spoke until adjournment. Judge 
Lochrane will conclude for the plaintiff 
tomorrow. As before stated, this suit 
is brought by Prussian holders of 
Brunswick and Albany bonds which have been 
repudiated by Georgia, and rests on the theory 
that at the time the bonds were issued the 


' United States had ahsorbed the sovereignty of 


Georgia, and was exercising all the functions 
of that state. One hundred thousand dollars 
of these bonds, which have recently passed 
into the hands of the state of Illinois for the 
benefit of her soldiers’ home, will be made the 
basis of the suit by that state against Georgia. 

The origin of this suit has been inaccurately 
stated. Judge Lochrane, who is now and has 
been counsel of the German bondholders,

Judge Lechrane has associated with him 
as counsel for the bondholders, Isham 
Lincoln, and Judge Tompkins, of 
A PILOTAGE CASE, 

Today Judge Tompkins made 
argument be fore the supreme court 
of the United States as counsel for 
the plaintiff in the case of Sprouge, 
Soullere & Co., owners ofthe stcamer “Axon,” 
of Philadelphia, versus J. J. Thompson, pilot, 
of Savannah. The case arose under the pilot 
laws of Georgia. The supreme court of the 
state held that those laws authorize Thomp- 
son to recover pilots’ fees on a tender of his 
services to the pilot of the 
steamer on the ground that his 
vessel was properly piloted under the United 
States laws, and was exempt from any provis- 
ions of Georgia pilotage laws. Suit was 
brought by Thompson in a justice court in 
Savanvsh in 182. The case was carried up

until it reached the supreme court of Georzia, | 


where, in January, 1883, it was decided in 
favor of] Thompson, reversing decision 
made by Judge Tompkins, before whom this 
case was triedin thesuperiorcourt. If the de- 
cision of the supreme court of Georgia is 
reversed the result will be a serious modifica- 
tion of the present state pilotage laws. Thomp- 
son was not represented today by counsel or 
brief.

THE MEXICAN PENSION BILL. 

The Mexican pension bill, which passed the 
house today, is the same bill which. was taken 
up in the house some weeks ago and was re- 
ferred back to the committee with the idea 
thata better bill might be reported in its 
place. It was called up today unchang- 
ed. Of the _ sixty-eight * votes cast 
against it, five came from Georgia, 
viz: Messrs. Blount, Hammond, Harris, Nor- 
wood and Turner. The objections of these 
gentlemen to the bill were, that it doubles the 
pensions of soldiers who served in the Mexi- 
can war; also, in the union army during the 
civil war; pensions all who enlisted for the 
Mexican war, regardless of whether they dil 
actual service or not.

A Bill for the Heduetion of Postage—The 
Mexican Pension Bill. 

Wasnrna7on, April 5.—In the house the 
epeakcr announced the unfinished business to 
be the motion submitted by Mr. Eldredge, of 
Michigan, on the first Monday in March, to 
suspend the rules and pass the Mexican pen- 
sion bill.

The text of the bill provides— 

That the secretary of the interior be, and he is 


hereby, authorized and directed to place the 
nawes of all surviving officers, soldiers and sailors 


forany period during the years of 1845, 1346, 1847 and 
1848, and were honorably discharged, and their 
surviving widows, on the pension roll, at the rate 
of $8 per month, from and after the passage of this 
act, during their lives. 

The bill provides that this act shall not ap- 
ply to persons under political disabilities.

Representative Herbert introduced a reso-

VIRGINIA’S DEBT. 


Issues a Proclamation in 
Regard to It. 

RICHMOND, Va., April 5.—Governor Lee 
this evening issued a proclamation in accord- 
ance with the request contained in the joint 
resolution adopted at the last session of the 
generalassembly. The governor,in communi- 
cating these resolutions to the creditors of the 
state and the public generally, appeals to the 
peopie of, Virginia to stand steady in defense 
of the position the state has taken, so as to 
promote order, peace and prosperity within 
her limits. The troublesome coupons, says tho 
governor, is the offspring by direct] descent of 
the funding act of 1871. The circumstances 
under which that bill was passed are well 
known in Virginia and are of a character to 
excite general condemnation, as was shown by 
the repeal of the law at the very next session 
of the legislature. . 


DEADIN A PINE THICKET. 


A Young Man of Raleigh Suicides by Taking 
Laudanum. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 5.—Yesterday after- 
noon, the body of Thomas Ryan, a young man 
who had been missing since March 23, was 
foundina pine thicket a mile east of the 
city. Ryan, who was twenty-two years of 
age, was last seen on March 25, and threat- 
ened to take laudanum. In his pocket was 
found atwo ounce bottle of laudanum, half 
emptied. The body was greatly decomposed. 
No inquest was held and his relatives took 
the remains.

AND THE TRIBULATIONS OF IT’S 
GUARDIAN. ; 


The Most Responsible and Most Laborious Office in 
the Cabinet—Ite Contrast with the Sate De- 
partment—A Strange Order of Distine- 
tion im the Cabinet, Ete., Bte. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary Manning’s unfortunate break-down has 
occasioned a somewhat general scrutiny of 
the requirements of the office he was so efli- 
ciently filling. It is, beyond all question, the 
most important, the most laborious, and the 
most annoying position in the cabinet. A man 
may bave managed financss on a large scale, 
and may beskilled in the highest method: of 
business, but when he becomes secretary of 
the treasury he faces many new difficulties. 
To properly discharge the duties of that office 
he must master an appalling array of details. 
He never reaches a point beyord which he 
finds easy sailing. It is work and responsibil- 
ity from beginning to end. This coustant 
strain upon Mr, Manning, with his predispo- 
sition te-apoplectic troubles, was too much for 
him. He was characterized by close attention 
to the routine work of his department 
and by constant and laborious investigation of 
the econcmie question it forced upon his atten- 
tion, Some conception of his duties could be 
obtained by a visit to the great treasury 
buildings, that hive where over three thou- 
sand men and women are busy every day. 
The department is admirably sub-divided, and 
efficient assistants direct the various branches 
of the work; but it all draws upon the energies 
of the secretary and demands of him an un- 
ceasing attention. 

Pass from the treasury across the white 
house grounds to the southern end of the 
fancy granite structure which looks like an 
enormous hotel, and you will find 

THK OTHER EXTREME 
of department life in the sleepy department of 
state. There allis elegance, and leisure, and 
ceremony. From the secretat down to the 
messengers nobody seems to be at work. 
Foreign gentlemen, presumably connected 
with some of the legations in Washington, sit 
in easy chairs discussing the social gossip of 
the day with dandy clerks. Diplomacy has 
never become an art in this country because it 
has seldem been needed. The state depart- 
ment has always been one of the ornamental 
appendages to our institutions. It offodrs the 
softest official berths to be found in Washing- 
ton, and almest the only people who visit it go 
there to see the original of the declaration of 
independence or to enjoy the fine view of. the 
river from the balconies. In the same building 
are the departments of war and navy, both de- 
cidedly livelier than the state department,but 
both away below the treasury in the number 
of employes and the tax on the. executive 
nerve and brain which direct their operations. 

The secretary of the interior and the postmas- 
ter-general come next in the scale of labor, 
but even between the latter and the secretary 
of the treasury, thereis a big difference of 
cfficial care. Yet, with this preponderance of 
work and responsibility resting upon him, the 
traditions of our government place the secre- 
tary of the treasury second in the list of the 
cabinet, ranking above him the secretary of 
state. And, followihbg these traditions, the 
leading men of tke prosident’s party have 
usually been selected as secretaries of state, 
while the choice of a secretary of the treasnry, 
on whore efficiency except in rare instances in 
cur history, the administration had mainly to 
depend, has generally been considered a 
matter of secondary importance. 

Remembering this order-of distributing po- 
litical honors it is not strange that nearly 
every secretary of state we ever had has 
bloomed into presidential candidacy, and that 
six ofthe twenty-fi ave made their way 
into the white s@. The department of 
state has been the cradbh> of presidential ambi- 
tion. Onthe other hand, not one of the thir- 
ty-five men who have served their country as 
the guardians ofits cash andits credit has ever 
been president. Only one was ever a candi- 
date forthe highest office, and he was Geor- 
gia’s single representative in the long list of 
presidential candidates, Wm. H. Crawford. 
Some of the secretarios of the treasury, howev- 
er, bave lefts 4 

ENDURING MEMORIALS 

of themselves in their. official labors, while 
nearly every one of the secretaries of state 
owes whatever of fame he achieved to -his ef- 
forts cutside of the cabinet. Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s monumental work was done when he 
opened the first portfolio of state, but just 
then Alexander Hamilton was, as secretary of 
the treasury, laying the foundation, alike of 
his own fame and of a safe financial system 
for his country. Who remembers Henry Clay 
as a secretary of state, or Daniel Webster 
either, except, perhaps, in connection with the 
fact that he was overmatched by British dip- 
lommacy in the settlement of the disputes about 
our northwestern boundary, while Buchanan 
as secretary of state was exchanging compli- 
ments in the most graceful manner with En- 
ropean potentates. 

Robert J. Walker was formulating those re- 
sults of his tariff studies which are of incalcu- 
Jable advantege to modern statesmen. Mr. 
Evarts was peuting over the banishment of 
wine from the white house, when John Sher- 
man was firmly guiding the country back to 
specie resumption. 

Howell Cobb is remembered as the most 
commanding figure inthe Buchanan cabinet. 
He is farnous as secretary of the treasury, no 
less than as speaker of the house of represent- 
atives. Lewis Cass, secretory of state in the 
same cabinet, won all his laurels as a senator. 

While therc have been half a dozen or more 
secretaries of the treasury who have left 
lasting and honorable records of their service 
in the second official station of the cabinet, 
only two men have leftany permanent impress 
on the popular mind by their services as secre- 
(aries of state. They are James Monroe and 
John M. Clayton. 

With the vast growth of the country’s wealth, 
and the complication of its finances, the office 
of secretary of the treasury has increased in 
importance, while the rise of our national 
strength has steadily diminished our depend- 


, ence on the department of state. 


The important man of the cabinent is now, 
if be has not always been, the secretary of the 
treasury. It is a misfortune to have this offi- 
cial stricken by physical calamity. If the 
condition of his health shall compel him to 
resign, the president will havea delicate and 
difficult duty to perform in naming his succes- 
sor. FP. H.

STRIKERS” IN THE WEST. 


Adl-Quiet at Fort Werfth=<Breight Trains 


. . Moving. ; 

For? Wortu, Tex., April 5-—~<Last night 
armed men patrolled the city, reports having 
been circulated that attempts would be made 
to destroy certain property, Thenight- passed, 
however, without the slightest disturbance. 
Governor Ireland arrived this morning. He 
has ordered the Missouri. Paeific company to 
move their trains whether they are loaded or 
not. Inaccerdance with this order freight 
trains have been moving all: day. Captaia 
Smith, with his state rangers, arrived 
this morning, It is not thought that any 
more *troops will be ~ ordéred unless 
further trouble oceurs, About noon Sheriff 
Maddox found a box of Atlas powder car- 
tridges in an outhouse in the suberbs of the 
city. About one-third cf the cartridges had 
been taken out. The house in which they 
were found is not far from the union depot. 
This discovery, right after the placard of yes- 
terday, warning firemen and engineers to 
keep away from Jay Gonuld’s property, leads 
to the belief that the strikers intend 
to resort to the use of explosives, 
but few strikers are seen on the streets, but it 
is known they are thoroughly posted as to. all 
that takes place.. The feeling is exceedingly 
bitter. Every man is arrayed on one side or 
the other. Itis known that a large number 
of strikers have left the surrounding towns 
for here, but nothing has been seen . of 
them here. The imference is that they 
are cainped outside of the city and 

n'y a few came into the city to actas spies. 
Officers Fulford and Sneed, who were wound- 
ed on Saturday, are improving Tom Nace, the 
wounded striker, is also recovering. He is 
still :in jail, as bail will not be taken. 
Grand Master Workman Lavlin, of district 
101, Knights of Labor, was arrested on 
the charge of complicity in the 
murder of Dick Townsend, who 
was shot Saturday, and rumors are cur- 
rent of the arrestof other leaders of knights 
district assembly 78. The knights today 
adepted resolutions condemning the action of

RETURNING TO WORK. 

Sr. Lovis, April 5.—Itf{was generally be- 
lieved yesterday that the freight blockade on 
this and east side of the -river would be 
raised and resumption of traffic would ba 
completed. There was but little interference 
last Saturday with the running of freight 
trains from East St. Louis, and it was the ex- 
pectation of officials that they would be able 
to prosecute their regular business today the 
saniec aSthough there had never been any 
trouble. The bridge and tunnel company an- 
nounced yesterday thatthey would be ready 
to handle all business given them. The 
joint notice agreed upon at the general meet- 
ing held Saturday, giving the men 
until 1 o’clock teday,to return to work, evi- 
dently had the desired effect, as the superin- 
tendents were notified yesterday by many of 
their former employes that they would be on 
hand today ready for duty. President Lan- 
sey, of the Transfer gs aa also received 
official notice from his employes that they 
would report for duty in a body at the com- 
pany’ stables this morning. 
~ The striking Missouri Pacific knights, 
uncerstood, also intended to 
for positions to their former 
employers, At a very late hour 
last night the genera! cxecutive committee 
formally revoked their order to the Knights 
of Labor to return to work. This makes the 
outlook today less hopeful and the strike may 
not be so nearly ended as it was thought. The 
Missouri Pacific has already employed a sufli- 
cient number of new men to carry on its busi- 
ness, and the officials of that road anticipate 
no trouble in keeping the road open and in 
spite of a renewal of the strike. In East 
St. Louis, however, the situation is different, 
for those who have already returned to work, 
as well as those who announced thgir inten- 
tion of returning today, are Knights of Labor, 
and are subject to the orders of the executive 
committee. It is expected, therefore, that 
those who have gone back to work will today 
strike again; and that the others will withdraw 
their applications for the'r old positions when 
they receive oflicial announcemcnt of the com- 
mittee’s action. 

Yhe Iron mountain railroad sent out five 
freight trains this morning andthe Missouri 
Pacific an equal number, no opposition being 
offered by the strikers. The resumption of 
freight traflic on these roads may now be con- 
sidered complete, and the raising of the block- 
ade on that branch permanent.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The river has been falhng all day at the rate 
of 24 inches per hour, and tonight at midnight 
stands at 514 feetand is still falling. News 

_from atove created great excitement. Dis- 
‘patches show that nearly two inches of rain 
had fel! in East Tennessee last night and to- 
day, and all the upper tributaries of the 
Tennessee were rising very rapidly. The 
impression was prevalent that the river would 
take a second start upwards and pass 
the last maximum, but these 
fears were groundless, as the fall continued, 
and it is now thought it will reach its banks 
before the second rise gets here, Today the 
first mails in eight days arrived. Western 
mails were transferred by boat at Boyce, and 
brought here at noon. The only mail was 
that of the S0th, but all delayed western mails 
will reach here tomorrow. Eastern mails came 
by boat from Charleston at 5 p. m. Tonight 
the Cincinnati Southern sent out 
the first train that has left the city since Mon- 
day last. It is thought trains will arrive and 
depart on all the roads except the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia by noon tomorrow. 
The work of cleaning up has commenced, and 
250 men willbe put upon the streets tomorrow.

THE LOWLANDS OVERFLOWED. 


South Alabama Now Under the Rising Waters 
—The First Through Passengers. 

Mosi xe, Ala., Apri! 5.—[Special.] —The main 
bedy of the Alabama flood is now south of 
Selma some 100 miles, and all the low lands 
between the Alabama and the Tom Bighee 
rivers is overflowed. Steamboatmen report 
today that every plantation for 300 miles up 
the river isunder water. Fortunately, owing 
to the vast extent of the low and marsh 
lands, the flood has room to spread, and 
will not rise very much higher than at pres- 
ent, which is yet two feet below the high 
water of 1865. These low lands are mostly 
inhabited by negroes, and they are accustom- 
ed to floods, being well supplied with skiffs for 
themselves, and with batteaux in which to 
carry cattle to platforms erected above the 
reach of the water. The whites are not nt- 
merous, and are able to move to high 
ground nearer which they live 
— the negroes, who can stand eo malaria of 
the riverside. So far no distress is reported, 
and the overflowed people seem to Have food 
enough forthe present.The Tombigbee river 
is rising all the way down, there being only 
seven landings out of the water for a distance 
of 300 miles. The ficod is five feet lower than 
the disastrous overflow of 1°974,but that mark 
will be reached during the next two days. The 
inhabitants had timely warning and will save 
their stock. 

BELMA SUFFERS GREAT Loss. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 5 —[Special._The 
great flood 1s now at its highest between Selma 
and Mobile. Selmais suffering great damage 
and Joss to property. The country for miles 
around is under water, and thousan?™ peo- 
ple are driven from their homes daily. . Thir- 
teen lives are known to have been lostin the 
flooded district up the river from this city, 
Many others donbdtless perished down the 
river, and the fall of the waters will reveal 
much more destruction and deaf] and disaster, 
In the flooded country thousands of carcasses 
of drowned horses and mules and _ cattle 
may be seen floating with the current. The 
Alabama river is falling very slowly at this 
point today. The waters have fallen seven 
feet sinee last Thursday, and are still above 
the highest mark on record. A strong north- 
west wind is blowing today, which is coh- 
sidered favorable to the lower country.

GREENESBORO, Ga., April 5.—(Special.]— 
The result of the municipal election here was 
a victory for the whisky men, over which they 
feel very jubilant. There was every known 
resource and project brought to bear to win 
for prohibition, and the battle was hotly 
fought ail day long. Had not personal issues 
crept into the election, the cause of prohibition 
wonld have stocd a better showing. 

The whisky men take their victory very 
quietly, and the prohibitionists wear defeat 
well.

The 
oldest one after dinner, took 
the smaller children and went to the spring, 
about one hundred yards from the dwelling: 
bouse. Atthe spring stood a small cottage 
containing aloom. Upon this the daughter 
vegan her usual task. She filled the air with 
sweet strains of music as the shuttle flew 
back and forth, and the hours passed away, 
never dreaming of anything going wrong at 
the house, till about 5 o’clock her sister came 
ard the others returued to the house. 

THE DAY'S DEVELOPMENTS, 
* They found the bedinthe middle of the 
floor,tke straw bed torn to pieces, trunks, chests 
and everything bursted to ‘pieces, the safe 
torn open, and many things misplaced in the 
house. The result of their search soon showed 
them that some one had robbed them of five 
hundred dollars in gold—-all the money their 
tather left--and had he not taken his paper 
money it would have all been stolen. He 
doubtless was carrying his money to Gaines- 
ville to exchange it for gold, as he was laying 
up all the gold he could get, and saved it by 
having it on his person. The money was 
stolen between one and four o’clock. This 
makes morethan ¢1,200 Mr. Cooley has lost in 
the last few years, and he is much troubled 
over his misfortune, 
A SECOND ATTEMPT. 

On last Saturday, the 27th of March, Billie 
Cooley, ason of the above named gentleman, 
went home with his‘cousin, a son of Mr. Julius 
Adams, and after he decided to go to his 
grandfather’s, only a short distance. Half 
way, just as he was passing a dense clump of 
bushes, some one stepped into the road imme- 
diately before him and demanded his money. 

“] have uo money,” was his reply, but the 
demand was made thfee times, with the same 
response. At that moment the boy saw apis- 
tol flash into his face and hethrew up his 
hands and plead for mercy, but quick as 
thought the pistol fired and sent a ball 
whizzing through the young man’s hand. He 
clinched his hand to keep 1t from bleeding, 
and ran, butas he ran the echo ofthe pistol 
greeted hisear three times, and the third 
time he felt the ball cut his hair and the sting 
of the bullet above his car,but fortunately did 
no harm. 

TRACKING THE ROBBER, 

They returned to the place next morning 
and tracked the would-be assassin some dis- 
tance. His track measured eleven inches. 
Mr. Cooley thinks it was a negro, and has him 
spotted, but no clue to the parties who got his 
father’s money. 

Mr. J. D. Cooley’s store, at Leo, Ga, was 
broken into a few days since, and sev- 
eral hundred dollars’ worth of goods were 
stolen. There is no clue to the parties. It 
seems that the country is troubled with 
a band of outlaws. All of the above 


happened within the past two weeks, 
and within the radius of a mile.

STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM, near Milledge- 
ville, Ga., 3lst March, 1886.—Ata meeting of 
the truttees, officers, employes, etc, of the 
Georgia Lunatic asylum, Dr. T. O. Powell was 
called to the chair, and F. G. Grieve requested 
to act as secretary. 

Captain T. F. Newell offered the following : 

IN MEMORIAM. 

Colone] L. N. Whittle was born in Norfolk, 
Va., May 15,1818, and died at his home in 
Macon, Ga., February 17, 1886. 

He first came to Georgia and was engaged as 
a civil engineer on the old Monroe railroad in 
1626. In 1842 he married Miss Sara M. Pow- 
ers, by whom he had twelve children, only one 
of whom survives. Settlingin Macon after his 
marriage, be read law and was admitted to the 
bar there in 1844. With sincerity of purpose, 
and by indefatigable industry, he won his way, 
and suon achieved distinction in this his chos- 
en profession. He was eminently successful 
in the practice, and was usually ou one 
or the other side of all the impor- 
tant cases in the courts. His connection with 
this institution began in 1572, in which year 
he was appointed trustee by Governor Smith. 
In 1575 he resigned, and in 1576 he was sent 
again by the county of Bibb as her represents- 
tive tothe state legislature. While servinz 
this term as legislator, he introduced and had 
passed the Jaw, which aboiisbed the pay pa- 
tient feature, and made the lunatic asylum 
free to all the insane who are citizens of the 
state. In December, 1577, he was again ap- 
pointed trustee by Governor Colquitt,andjcon- 
tinued as the honored president of the board, 
until his death. ‘The moral grandeur of his 
character was best illustrated in the interest 
that he ever took in all philanthropic and be- 
nevolent institutions. To show how this trait 
was appreciated and in what estimation he was 


| held, at the time of his death, he was vot on‘y 


president of this board, but also of the acade- 
my of the blind, of the board of education and 
orphanage and of the Macoa free school. He 
was also a trustee of the University of the 
routh, at Suwanee, Tenn., also of the Alexan- 
der free sobool and senior warden of 
Christ church in Macon, Georgia. 
He was a public spirited citizen and 
took alively interesti: any and everythiag 
tbat tended to alleviate the condition of the 
suffering and distressed. Asa lawyer, he was 
the friend of the fatherlees and the widow, and 
without fee or reward, save the consciousness 
of coirg good. It was his pleasure, his delight 
to help them all he could. And there are 
those living who will forever bless him in 
their hearts for advice and protection and 
sympathy and help, when they needed jast 
tuch a friend. 

In many respects Colonel Whittle was a 
most remarkable man. He had the courage 
of his conyictions, and was not afraid to do his 
duty. True and loyal to his friends, they 
loved him. He was full of candor, and open 
and frank in all that he did and said. He had 
nothing to conceal. With a heart as gentle 
and as tender as a woman’s, he was ever realy 
to sy mpathize with the distressed; and the suf- 
fering, of whatever class or condition, always 
bad afriend in him. Like the blessed Mas- 
ter, he was the friend of man. In the last 
letter that he probably ever wrote, he enjoins 
the superintendent “not to let Fletcher’ (a 
poor lunatic) ‘‘forget him.”—Yes. 

“And a reached him, from poor souls in 
stress, | 

And benedictions from black pits of shame, 

And little children’s love, and old mens’ prayers, 

And a Great Hand that led nim unawares. 

: His judgment was not always infallible. 
Full of impulses, he was sometimes led off in- 
to error, but unlike ninety-nine out of every 
hundred— indeed like only one in a thousand, 
he bad no pride of opinion, because it was bis 
own, and when he realized that he was ia 
error, which he was quick to do, there was no 
man £o ready to acknowledge it. Indeed his 
mind delighted only in the trath; and that 
attained, he wascontent. This made him in- 
deed a very safe man. No wonder that his 
state honored and his fellows loved him.

Madi te pillows, with his shirt band 
open at the throat, George Noall, the pound- 
keeper of Newark, who is sufipring the agonies 
of hydrophobia, lay yesterday on & lounge in 
his home, with his devoted wife Beside him. 
Sho has neither eaten nor slept since the fatal 
disease tock hold of her husband, The mother 
of the sick man, seventy years of age, was 
also in attendance. After midnight Neal! be- 
came exceedingly restless, and paced the floor 
for a time and then returmed to the bed. 
About 7 o’clock yesterday morning Dr. Bradin 
called and asked the patient if he did not wish 
to eat. 

“Ob, don't ask me,” was the answer, in de- 
spairing accents, The physician, however, cut 
up an apple into very small pieces, which the 
patient ate, but only with the greatest trouble. 
He was given at different intervals injections 
of morphine, chloral abd atrophia in these pro- 
portions: Chloral, 30 grains; morphia one-half 
grain; atrophia, 14 grains. 

The medicine made him sleep uneasily for a 
time. At9 o'clock Dr. O'Gorman called and 
had a short consultation, and on account of 
the patient’s horror of a hospital it was de- 
cided to keep him at home. His temperature 

was then 104 and pulse 150. 

At 10:25 o’clock the patient had a terrible 
convulsion lasting fifteen minutes, during 
which he gasped and gurgled, hiseyes bulged 
from his head and every muscle was strained 
to the utmost. It took the combined strength 
of the three policemen and the doctor to hold 
him on the lounge. He finally fell back ex- 
hausted and closed his eyes in a restless doze, 
during which he kept up his muttering aud 
growling, his mind seeming to run on his du- 
ties at the dog-pound, such questions as these 
being asked: 

“How many dogs are there now?” 

‘“‘Have you got many in the crate?” 

“How much meat is there left?’ 

“T wonder how many more are coming.” 


During the convulsion be thonght he was. 


eurrounded by dogs, and mistook everything 
in the room for one of the animals. He snap- 
ped. and bit atthe hands of those who were 
holding him, and continually called out, ‘Take 
him away.” 


Mr. TV. P. Moore. Neall’s brother-in-law, 


‘stated to a World reporter that at four o'clock 


in the morniag Neali broke away from those 
who were holding him and ran up. stairs. He 
got in a corner, and seizing a poker, prevent- 
ed any one from approaching him. Finally 
it Moore, who 1s over seventy years of age, 
Saia: 

‘George, you would not harm an old man 
like me, would you?”’ 

Neall drepped his poker and burst into tears, 
and was led down stairs, and then lay down on 
the floor on some pillows. He begged pite- 
ously not to be taken to the asylum, saying his 
wife and family would starve without him, 

Drs. Bradin, Herold, Wallace and Biggs, the 
last named of Carnegie institute, New York. 
held a consuitation in the kitchen of Neall’s 
house at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. Neall was 
expectorating freely at intervals of fifty 
Seconds, this being one of the peculiarities of 
the disease, and after the consultation it was 
decided to produce one of the paroxysms in 
order te dispel any doubt that might have 
lingered in the minds of the medical men. 
Tbe four doctors, accompanied by the Werld 
réporter, entered the bedroom. Dr. Bradin, 
approaching Neall with a glass of water, said: 

“George, won't you take this from me ?” 

A look of terror overspread the man’s face, 
and he crowded back as close to the wall as he 
could get, while with a piteous look in his 
eyes and in beseeching tones he said: 

“Don’t ask me to, doctor. You promised 
me you wouldn’task me. Don’t mention the 
word; don’t throw it into my face.’’ When 
the physician turned away the man hada 
most violent paroxysm, which lasted several 
minutes. 

“J disliked to do it, and I could not resist 
the pleading look in his eyes,” said the physi- 
cian, turning tothe World reporter, “but it 


had to be done.”’ 


Subsequently the doctors decided to try the 
effect of an oper window. When he felt the 
air fanning his cheek, Neall begged piteously 
to have the window closed, and his aged 
mother, brushing by the dectors, resolutely 
shut down the window. Then another par- 
oxysm followed. Satistied with the result of 
their experiments, the physicians withdrew to 
the office of ‘Dr. Bradin, on Broad street, 
It was the unani- 
mous opinion of all that the unfortunate man 
had rabies. Before leaving, Dr. Bradin in- 
duced Neall to expectorate in a saucer, which 
he did with vehemence, and fell back on his 
pillow inaspasm. The saliva was placed in 
a bottle and carefully put away by Dr. 
Biggs for future inoculation of animals, 

‘We have decided to give Neall hypodermic 
injections of curara and cocaine,” said Dr. 
Bradin to the World reporter. “Curara is the 
extract of the South American poison nourali 
or Wulr wurra, and is used by the South 
American savages to poison the tips of their 
arrows. It is said to bea specific for hydro- 
phobia or rabies.“ We will also keep up the 
treatment of morphine, although the large 
doses already given seem to have very littie 
effect. The injections will be as near the 
tissue of the spinal column as possible, and at 
the back of the neck, and will be forced in as 
deep «as possible. We will keep the 
room at a temperature of one hundred 
degrees, and will give him vapor baths as 
often as occasion requires, both for the injec- 
tions and the baths. We will consider the 
best means of administering food through the 
bowels. It is the only way that it can be giv- 
en, and in conclusion we will do our utmost to 

save the man’s life from the horrible death be- 
fore him.” 

The World reporter asked the gentlemen 
present if any doubt existed as to the genuine. 
—— ow es — With one breath the four 


oon ot ona slightest doubt exists.” 

Soon after the departure ofthe physicians 
Neall wastaken with aseries of eonvulsions 
losting from five to ten minutes. He showed 
all the symptoms—frotbing at the mouth, 
barking and twisting his con- 
vulsious from side to side in a horrible fashion. 

se convulsions were intermittent, and de- 
creased in. violence avd intensity. In the 
course of the last one he forced-himself to the 
fioer, and worked his way. to the centre of the 
room, where he lay, propped up by pillows, 
when Dr,-Bradin arrived on the scene. Dr 
Bradin, after a long search in the drug stores, 
secured the rare drug curara and cocaine, and 
prepared.to administer an injection, -While he 
was preparing his syringe theunfortunate man 
in the next room shouted 

“Water! water!” Mr, Moore, the aged fath- 
er-in-law, brought some to him ina tumbler. 
At thesight of it the unfortunate man went 
into another spasm. The water was taken 
away untouched. Dr. Bradin then prepared 
to give the injection. to Neall, selecting the 
neck as the point of entrance. It was all 
over in a second, and Neall fell back on his 
pillows, and the int@rminable twitching, the 
ghastly protruding of the eyes, the saliva 
flowing from the mouth and the "mutteriags 
and a provunes continued with unabated force. 

n Dr. Bradin again reached the kitchen 
he said: ‘I am afraid the poor fellow has only 
two or three hours to live. I fear that he will 
not last the night out, even taking into con- 
sideration his magnificent constitution.” 

During the day anumber of quack physi- 
cians called and offered every kind of medi- 
cine, known and unknown, as specifics for hy-

The old rushed into the room 
and saw his son-in-law in frightful agony 
lying on the floor with his eyes set and 
glassy large quantities of froth coming from his 
—— =e every Lanes and sinew — 

€ utmost. 6 paroxysm passed o 
but ina short time he became incoherent. 
He tried togeton his feet, but his lower 
limbs- were paralyzed. He was assisted to 
his feet pes Ms wife and Mr. Moore, and in- 
sisted’ on being taken to each corner of the 
room “to hunt for dogs,” he said. 

‘They are all =. the corners of the 
room,” he said iff his madness, ‘and I waut 
them chased away.” 

Neall became weaker and was finally in- 
duced tolie onthe bed. At6:50 hi& agonies - 
moderated slightly. But the floor seemed to 
afford him greater ease and he was again 
placed in his old position. A grayish pallor 
came over the sufferer’s face and he seemed to 
lose all control of his actions. In great alarm 
the poor woman called for her father and her 
mother-in-law. When Mr. Moore reached the. 
side of the dying man he found the wife on 
the floor beside Neall ‘in hysteries, with her 
head on his bosom, and the patient breathing 
heavily. He put his arm around Neall’s neck 
and gently raised him upand held him toa 
sitting posture. 

In that position Neall died in Mr. Moore’s 
arms, at the last moment passing away calmly 
and peacefully. Neall’s face was composed 
when the undertaker prepared the body for 
burial, and gave no indication of the fierce 
struggle through which the victim had passed. 

Dr. Bradin said that the unfortunate man’s 
face was frightful to look upon an hour before 
he died. 

“The direct cause of death,” said Dr. Bradin, 
“was exbustion caused by the nerve system 
giving out from want of nourishmet and after 
a struggle that few men are called upon to en- 
dure. I don’t know but the old way of smoth- 
eripg a patient afilcted with rabies was not 
the more merciful after all, but then in those 
days hypodermic injections of morphia and 
other drugs for prolonging life were not 
known,” 

The physician stated that he had got per- 
mission from Ir. Moore to perform a postmor- 
tem cXamination, but that Mrs. Neall had not 
yet given her consent. The doctor said that 
he desired te secure a portion of the spinal 
column and of the brain, and to make a thor- 
ough examination of the intestines. Neall 
leaves, besides a daughter nine years old, a 
eon aged eighteen—not two sons, a8 was erro- 

neously stated. 

Neall makes the fourth victim of rabies in 
less than two years in Newark, the last being 
a Mrs. Farrelly, who was bitten by a spitz dog 
which she stooped to pet as it lay writhiag in 
the gutter. The case previous to that wasa 
boy who died in horrible agonies on the Hill, 
and the firstone was aman who was bitten 
ly asupposed Newfoundland, and who died 
in September, 1854.

Reaching Out for Tide Water. 

The shortest possible road to big ships 
built and controlled by Atlanta. 

That’s what we must have. Nothing else 
willdo. If py Hawkinsville, all right. If | 
by Waynesboro, all right. But, above all 
things, our own road, straight to deep 
water. Local trade can be picked up later. 
Gapscan be filled when there is nothing 
else io do. But, first and most important, 
a road, straight as the crow flies, to water 
that can float big ships every day in the year 
and every hour in the day. 

Atlanta’s position is peculiar. With eight 
roads centering here, not one is controlled 
here. The headquarters ef each road is ina 
rival city, and the policy of each is con- 
trolled by active competitors. We have 
been foolish long enough. We put up*over 
$300,000 for the Air-Line, without which it 
could not have been started ; but the Air-Line 
is controlled in Richmond. We spent $300,- 
000 and the Georgia Pacific was started with 
our money; but the headquarters of the 
Georgia Pacific and its shops are in Bir- 
mingham. The Georgia road is controlled 
by Augusta; the Central by Savannah; the 
East Tennessee in Knoxville. And so on 
through the list. 

Now, suppose we build a road for At- 
lanta—a road that will have its shops, its 
officers and its owners here. Let us agree 
that this must never be surrendered. And 
if we cannot get enough money to hold a 
controlling interest ina broad gauge, let us 
build a narrow gauge. That this road to be 
effective must go direct"to navigable water 
all agree. It should seek the Atlantic 
ocean by the best possible route. If it does 
this its terminal advantages will outweigh 
all considerations of local traffic or local 
assistance. 

We appeal to our people for determined 
and united action. We have the best city 
in the south. In natural advantages it is 
unapproachable. Itis above flood, and be- 
yond the reach of epidemic. Its people are 
rich, capable, enterprising. Its location is 
admirable. With justice from the railroads 
centering here, which we can demand when 
we have a raillroad of our own, we will 
have no commercial rival between Rich- 
mond and New.Orleans. It is for our peo- 
ple to say whether Atlanta shall move on- 
ward to the splendor that is hers by natural 
right, or sulk in her tent while her rivals 
af@ in the field. 

Give us a road to deep water, built by 
Atlanta money and controlled by Atlanta 
men, and the key will be farnished to un- 
Jock the gates with which railroad discrimi- 
nation have hemmed us in. 

The Morrison-Hewitt Bill. 

The tariff bill which the western states- 
men propose to introduce into the house is 
to be of a conglomerate character. It is to 
partake of the reforms invented by Mr. 
Abraham Hewitt, and those which, have 
sprang full blown from Mr. Morrison’s im- 
mense intellect. As might be supposed, 
this conglomerate bill, instead of being in 
the nature of an effort to systematize the 
tariff and adjust its differences, is a move- 
ment in the direction of tree trade. Instead 
of revising the duties according to the sug- 
gestions of the democratic platform, so that 
the country may enjoy the blessings prom- , 
ised in a tariff for revenue with incidental 
protection, Mr. Morrison and his coadjutors 
are reducing the revenue—reducing the rev- 
enue twenty-four millions annually, with no 
adequate reduction of taxation. 

As might be supposed, the east has had a 
verylong and a very sharp finger in the 
Hewitt-Morrison pudding. Thus sugar, 
which is eminently a revenue article, is re- 
duced ten percent. This ten per cent comes 
out of the pockets of the south, and repre- 


sents aloes of five millions annually. ‘‘In 
cotton and woolen cloths,’’ says the explan- 
atory telegram printed in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION, ‘‘the principal reduction of duty 
hhas been on coarse grades, and very little or 
no change has been made in finer qualities.’’ 
There is an airiness about this that is abso- 
lutely charming. No change is made in the 
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‘borne in mid, are manufactured in the 
north and east. All the reduction has been 
| made on the coarser grades,-which are man- 
ufa¢tured jn the south. Of course, Mr. 
' Morrison and the other tariff cranks will 
Show by means of the profoundest argu- 
ments that such reduction will aid to build 
up southern industries and protect southern 
labor, but the practical result of the new 
bill, if it should “pass; ‘willbe to cripple 
southern manu factories, rag 

It seems 16 us that every southern man 
who is interested in the development of 
fouthern industry ought to rise up and call 
the tariff cranks blessed. If possible, every 
"one of them ought to be elected president in 
. 1888, and no doubt they will be. 
_ Nothing is skid of free iron ore in the ex- 
planatory telegram, but it is, no doubt, in 
the bill as large as life. Mr. Hewitt wants 
- free iron ore, and there is no reason why the 
southern furnaces should not be crippled 
and shut out to accommodate him. The 
passage of this bill would retard the mate- 
rial development of the south beyond any 
panic or business depression that could oc- 
cur. We depend. on the sober second 
thought of the house to lay it under the 


table.

The proposition to increase the army to 
30,000 men—it now contains 25,000--has 
taken shape, and the bill is pending in the 
senate. There does not seem to beany over- 
powering reason against its passage. It would 
increase the army expenses about a million 
and a half a year, but General Sheridan is 
confident it would decrease the transporta- 
tion account of the army—not enough to 
meet the increased expense, but enough to 
reduce the additional expense below a mil- 
lion dollars. The army is now so small that 
companies and regiments are moved about 
to cover the ground, while the additional 
force would permit the stationing of troops 
at most of the posts for a considerable length 
of time. 

The country has grown since 1874, when 
the maximum of 25,000 men was established. 

A maximum of 30,000 in 1886 is certainly 
no more to be dreaded than a maximum of 
25,000 men was in 1874. The country ex- 
tends from sea to sea, and the limit of 1884 
is ridiculously small in such a vast extent of 
territory, and a population of 60,000,000. 
The army men are confident the best interests 
of the service and of the country demand the 
increase proposed. It is nota large increase; 
no principle is really involved, and the ad- 
dition of five regiments will not endanger our 
liberties in the least. The army as at pres- 
ent organized contains too few men and too 
many officers. 


Southern Iron. 

The readjusted railroad rates have not stop- 
ped the shipment of either southern pig iron 
orsouthern ore. [ron ore is carried from Chat- 
tanooga to the Philadelphia wharf at $4.51 a 
ton, and pig iron.trom Birmingham at a 
lower rate. The Bute is by rail to Savan- 
pah and by water to Philadelphia. The 
Philadelphia Record says a large iron water- 
pipe manufacturer of Philadelphia has closed 
a contract for a second lot of 10,000 tons of 
southern pig iron. Among other large con- 
sumers of southern iron are several large 
stove manufacturers, and the car-wheel works 
of Wilmington, Delaware. 

‘The movement of southern iron northward 
is not a deluge as yet, butit is strong enough 
totause considerable anxiety among the 
Pennsylvania iron-makers. They look ahead 
and are troubled. Were it not for the costly 
plants in Ohio and Pennsylvania many an 
iron manufacturer in those states would be 
glad to open works where iron can be made 
at ten dollars aton. The localities that can 
make the cheapest iron will become the iron 
centers of the country in the long run; for 
there is not much sentiment in the iron 
trade, and iron-makers who are about to 
make new investments are not apt to be de- 
ceived. 


Rochefort in Fetters. 

The arrest of Henri Rochefort, just as he 
was on the point of stirring up the Belgian 
socialists, was a happy thought on the part 
of the authorities.

It does not, in- 
deed. ‘ 


The contragictory statements in relation te the 
effects of prohibition in Atlanta are very amusing. 
The anti-prohibitionists claim that it has ruined 
Georgia’s capital, while the prohfbitionists declare 
that prosperity, peace and an influx of popula- 
tion are among the results of that great blessing 
popularly kaown as “local optioa.’’ Both sides 
would doubtless be equally astonished to hear that 
ihe law 18 not im force in Atlanta, and that its “ef- 
fects’ only exist in the fertile brains of the 
prophets. They seem to be happy in their re- 
spective statements, and it is scarcely worth the 
trouble involyed to sweep away the points based. 
on the alleged experiment in this city. 


There aré three democratic papersin Richmond— 
the Dispatch, the Whig and the State. The two 
first are loaded each day tothe muzzle with com- 
munications; but they hold the balance so evenly 
itis difficult to say how they stand. The State 
Jeans io apti-prohibditioa, but its arti- 
cles on the subject are by no means 
of an incendiary nature. The three papers 
have thrown dow. all barriers so tar as communi- 
cations are concerned, and the people of Richmond 
have our heartfelt sympathies in ,their prolonged 
agony. 


These communications havea familiar sound, 
‘-Veritas’” declares that prohibition dees not pro- 
hibit} ‘‘X. Y. Z.” discusses personal rights; “‘A 
Friend of the People’ explains the downward 
course of moderate drinking; ““Noah” presents: in 
dollars and cents the losses and gains, if the city 
goes “‘dry,’’ and ‘Law and Order” bunches drung- 
enness gambling, theftand murder in the most ap- 
palling manner. The communications, last No- 
vember, and only the addresses, and now and then 
a Virginia reference dispel the allusion. Commu- 
nications in the heat of a campaign proverbially 
change no votes, and the Richmondites probably 
acceptthem day by day as they do the other 
annoyances of the canvass. 


The agencies at work are of the old familiar 
kinds.§ |The clergy appear freely at the head of. 
the prohibition side; the ladies are organized to 
co-operate with the ward committees; the colored 
people are nightly harangued by the speakers 
of one side or the other; the 
secret societics are enrolling members; 
business men are taking sides, generally against 
prohibition; the ‘‘wets’’ deprecate bitterness of 
feeling, but are actively at work, and the noise of 
the mass meetings and brass music vexes the air. 
The campaigner of last fall in this city would feel 
at ease in Richmond inside of ten minutes. 


The pressure just at present relates to registra- 


stronger if the republic itself was in danger. All 
who vote must register, but the Virginia people 
abolished years ago the poll-tax qualification; and 
so al] adult males may participate in the election, 
In this refpect the contest has an indefiniteness 
that was unknown inthis city, and that may pro- 
duce very different totals.

And of course no man can furnish a forecast of 
the general result that is worth the paper on which 
it is written. Both sides are shoutingly confident, 
and the impartial on-looker will simply have to 
wait until) the morning of the 27th to know 
whether or no a second southern eity has accepted 
prohibition asa remedy of the evil of intemper- 
ance. 


Governor Colquitt, in answer to an anxions in- 
quirer of Ashland, Virginia, has added his view of 
the effects of Jocal option in this state, and as the 
letter is the briefest and most emphatic that has 
appeared in the Richmond papers, we reproduce it 
entire: 

“A very few words will do for an answer to your

I 
think itis high time for men to take up their slate 
pencils and figure out what a ‘boom’ in dollars 
and cents is worth to any people that has to be se- 
cured by the degradation ana rain of @ large pro- 
porticn of the°population who contribute the 
‘‘blood-money’’ that enters into the bank balances, 
Ip the estimation ofsome of our latver-day econo- 
mists the redemption of Lmmortal souls from bru- 
tish enslavement to strong drink is entirely too 
dear if it is secured by a sinking in tsade — 
tions or an inconvenient hindrance to the wi- 
werd plunge to perdition, temporal and eternal, vy 
closing the corner doggery.

Alter the usual introductory. services Mr. 
Moody called on Mr. Studdard, of Cambridge 
vniversity, England, to make a few remarks. 
Mr. Studdard said. his idea of the question un- 
der discussion was that every man should learao 
his own responsibility. The Bible should be 
studied untal the knowledge of it could be 
used as a weapon. When thatis learned the 
Christian will be able to set down beside a 


' man and show bim what God wants him to 


do. A man should study how to improve 
every opportunity. Christ had few set ap- 
pointments. The Bible shonld be regarded 
as the Christian’s spiritual food. It should be 
studied in the mornings when the brain is 
fresh, and not at night when the mind is tired. 

Mr. Wishard, of Young Men’s Christian 
association, was the next speaker. He said 
there were four elements of power, the first of 
which was Bible study, and the next prayer.

DR HAWTHORNE’S OPINION.

Moo ed the experience of a church in 
Worcester, Mass., that was greatly revived by 
the members taking an active interest in the 
visitors and in the choir. Mr. Moody said he 
thought the people should sing more. He 
didn’t like singing in an unknown tongue; he 
didn’t like it any more than he did preaching 
in an upknown tongue. He had been where 
he would give out a hymn, and the quartette 
would sing it, but he wouldn’t know what 
they were singing. They said it was very 
fine, and he reckoned it was; he didn’t 
know. He always noticed that the con- 
gregation would look about at the fres- 
coeing when the choir was singing 
in an unknown tongue. He thought singing 
ought to be done in a language the people 
could understand. One day he gave out 
“Reck of Ages” and the high-priced choir 
sang ittoatune he had never heard before. 
He wanted the people to sing. He said that 
he thought the best place for a preacher to 
leave a manuscript was at home especially on 
Sunday nights. Preachers ought to get close 
to the people. Some of them get too high up 
—like a man who went up on a mountain to 
locate a wind mill.

but it was so high up the man didn’t get any 
milling todo. Mr. Moody said that once he 
converted a Swede who could not understand 
a word of English. The fellow wanted to do 
sume work and he was put to operating a lan- 
tern with a finger pointing to the Moody meet- 
ings, He also handed out bills inviting people 
to the meetings, and ifa man cursed him it 
made no difference to the poor fellow for he 
didn’t'know whether it was a blessing or a 
curse.

The engineering corps 
have surveyed a route from Key’s ferry, on the 
Ocniulgee to Jackson, on the East Tennessee, Vir- 
givia and Georgia, and from there to Griffin they 
strike the old G. M. and M, road-bed, a few miles 
this side of Jackson, and follow 
it to Grifir,. With the Macon and Covington here 
meeting the extension from Greenville, which 
will likely be built, Griffin’s net work of railroads 
will about be complete. 

Your correspondent has heard from reliable 
source that by the time the lease of Governor 
Brown expires on the Western and Atlantic road, 
the Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama will be 
completed to Chattanooga.

ONTO DEEP WATER. 


The Business Men Fully Awakened to the 
Fact That a New Line Must Be Built. 

The proposed road to Hawkinsville was gen- 
erally discussed yesterday and met with great 
favoy, Little was known about the route or 
about the terminus, but there was a universal 
feeling that Atlanta must get an independent 
line to deep water, and confidence was express- 
ed that whenever such a line was agreed on 
the money would be raised to build it without 
delay, 

ANOTHER ROUTE PROPOSED TO THE OCEAN. 

A gentleman who has given much study to 
the situation said on yesterday: 

“T am ready to help build the line to Hiwk- 
insville, if it is decided best to gothere. | 
think, however, that there is another route 
that would do better. What Atlanta needs, 
abové everything else, isa road controlled by 
her people that runs direct to navigable water. 
That tonsideration, as you expressed it in your 
editorial on Sunday, should over-weigh a'l 
others. The shortest and best route to big 
ships, with Atlanta in control. Now, by build- 
ing the line from Atlanta to Hirshman’s lake, 
on the Savannah river, in Sereven county, we 
would have the most direct line to the ocean. 
Hirshman’s lake is below the big bar on the 
Savannoh river that impedes navigation to 
Augusta. From Hirshman’s lake south, 
the largest steamers can navigate the 
Savannah all the year round. It is 
a short and direct run, The road from Atlan- 
ta to Hirshman’slake would go through Eaton 
ton, Sparta,Gibson and Waynesboro, and could 
be built very cheaply. If Atlanta raised one 
Lundred thousand dollars, I am satisfied that 
this road could be built at once.” 

“Why would not the Hawkinsville route do 
as well?” 

“Simply because when you goto Hawk-ns- 
ville you havea long, winding river way to 
the ocean. It isover three hundred miles 
from Hawkinsvile by river to salt water, and 
when you reach salt water, you are at Darien, 
instead of Savannah. The road to Hawkins- 
ville would, perhaps, get Atlanta more local 
trade than the othe route, but fora quicker 
aud cheaper and better line to ocean steamcrs, 
the Savannah river route is the best. I am 
satisfied that when we once build to the Sa 
vanvah river, that the people of Caarleston 
would help us to extend the line across to Cnar- 
leston, or we might push it ourselves as far as 
Port Royal. It would give us a direct line to 
the ocean, and that is what we want and mast 
have. Iam not wedded to this particular line, 
but when the business men of Atlanta meet 
and decide on a route, we should all pull to- 
gether for that route, and get to work and 
build it without delay. When we get a line 
of our own with headquarters in Atlanta, coa- 
trolled by Atlanta, running direct to naviga- 
ble water, we have solved the problem, and 
Atlanta will have such a boom as she has 
never known before.

The general council had a big wrestling 


match with the convict quéstién yésterday. 

And the convict question cathe out on top. 

During the early part.of the session Mr, An- 
gier, the junior menjber from the third ward, 
presented a:memorial from the Knights of La. 
bor, in which thatorganization “respectfully 
and earnestly protest to the general council 
against the employment of conyicts and the 
use of any material prepared or manufactured 
in part or whole by convict labor.” The me- 
morial protested against the general council 

- AWARDING ANY CONTRACT 

or contracts to any party who employ convic t 
Jabor or use any mater_al prepared by convict 
or convict-labor lessees. The mezorial closed 
by requesting the council to award contracs3 
only to.such parties as will give employment 
to and use such material only as shall be pre- 
pared by honest, upright laborers who are to 
a great extent tax payers in this city, and who 
are taxed to pay for work done. 

After the memorial had been read Mr. Angier 
introduced a resolution instructing the com- 
missioner ef public works to award no con- 
tracts to contractors who use convict labor or 
who use material manufactured by convict la- 
bor. 

WHAT THE PAPERS CAUSED. 

The memorial and Mr. Angier’s resolution 
boycotted convict labor completely. 

“Now,” said Mr. Angier, when both papers 
had been read, “I move the adoption of my 
resolution.” 

“And I move that the resolution and memo- 
rial bereferred,” said Mr. Gramling, “to the 
street committee and the city attorney.” 

“Iam opposed to the reference,” said Mr, 
Angier,“and I want this question broughtto the 
test right now. The same question has been be 
fore this body before,and has always fallen into 
the hands of hostile committees, where it was 
virtually killed. Only a few weeks ago the 
same subject was handled in a resolution by 
Mr. Cooper, and wus defeated in the body 
when 
THE FRIENDS OF THE MEASURE WERE AWAY 

In fact, those who favored the convict labor 
and opposed this measure, counted noses be- 
fore the vote was taken, and then seeing that 
their resolution could mot pass, allowed the 
vote tocome, and, thattoo, after they had 
opposed several efforts to bring the question 
to a vote when (the friends of the bill were 
here. Isay I don’t want any reference, We 
are all here now and I want this question set- 
tled now. Let the city at ey draw sucha 
contract as will excl convict labor’ 
What's the use to refer it when we know that 
it will go toa committee that will report ad- 
versely?” 

‘I move, sir,” said Mr. Grambling, “‘that we 
refer it to the street committee and the city 
attorney. 

“T would like to see it referred.” said Mr. 
Bell, “‘to a special committee, where it can be 
equitably settled, and settled permanently.” 

HE DENIES THE CHARGE, 

“T simply want to say,” said Mr. Middle- 
brooks, “that there is not a member of the 
street committee, and that’s the committee 
the petition like this was referred, 
that is not an honest, honorable, upright man, 
as honorable as any who voted the other way* 
And I must protest right here against Mr. An- 
gier’s charging the committee, or any mem- 
ber of it, with being hostile to free labor.” 

“T was not chairman of the street committee,’’ 
said Mr. Mitchell, “when that petition was up 
before, but I was a member of the committee.

“I sympathize with my colleague, Mr. 
Angier,’’ said Mr. Beatie, “in his effort to rule 
against convict labor. He wants no convicts; 
neither Ge. -. In fact I wish 
we had no such a thing 
as aconvict, but we will always have them and 
consequently we will have their labor. This 
is a broad and extensive question, Too broad 
for this body to take hold of. You can’t 
cevise a planto use convicts without selling 
their products. Otherwise they will become a 
burden ‘to the tax payer. We must have able 
bodied convicts work and work hard and we 

CAN’T DO WITHOUT THEIR PRODUCTs. 
Why, right here on the market every day we 
meet the production of the Tennessee convicts. 
Convicts must work and produce. Thepmust 
not be a burden on the markets.” 

“This question is a grave one,” said Mr. 
Collier, “and ’mas‘much opposed to convict 
labor as Mr. Angier, but the question can’t be 
handled the way he wanis to handle it.
